The Emiffarics of the Court of Rome let no Oppor- 
nity flip, for propagating thofe Maxims in the 
ingdom, which are fo contrary to our Liberties. 
falfe Zeal for Religion is the Veil with which 
hey cover the Motives of their A@tions, and this is 

hat renders their Proceedings the more dangerous. 
What is it they would not be in a Condition to 
pdertake, if once they fhould free the Decrees of 
he Court of Rome from the Infpe@tion and Examina- 
ion of a Company, in which shone are united all the 
Parts that are neceflary to form an Obftacle which 
heir Efforts can never furmount. ‘Tis not Talents, 
nowledge, or the Superiority of any particular 
Perfon that they fear, but they dread a Body of Ma-

But the Firmnefs of your Parliament, their conti- 
nual Application, and nothing elfe, deftroy’d the 
peraicious Impreffions that were form'd during thofc 
bo a ra an reftor'd he sag to the Condition 
wien ate in at this Day. 

The Mathers. whe-teach in our Sight are account- 
able to us for their Behaviour. Being vers'd in our 
Maxims, they tranfmit them to their Scholars, whom 
they fortify im theit Childhood agsinft Foreign Im- 
prefhons. At the fame Time that they thape their 
Mind and their Judgment, they render their Hear's 
entirely French ; and while they let them know their 
Ob‘igations to God, they infplre them with Senti- 
meats of Kelpect aad Obedience to him who is his 

og Image upon Earth. Thus are form'd, at that 
tender Age, the Bands of that inviolable Loyalty, 
which is the moft folid Bafis of the Power of Kings, 
and the Happinefs ofthe People. 

What can we expect from thofe Fellows of the 

Univerfity, whom we {ee diftinguithing their Entry 
by a Rebellion re thefe who admitted. them ? 
They are fo puff’é up by the Advantages the late 
Arret already gives , and by others which ie 
gives them Reafon fo expect, that by the Help of 
their Number they will imagine themfelves in a 
Condition to undertake any Thiog. 
_ Being admitced to give their Suffrages in the mof 
important Affairs of a Company, to whofe Laws and 
Cufioms hoe perfcct Strangers, Whar have we 
not to fear from their Prejudices againft chofe whom 
they hate for their Age, and envy for their Merit ? 


We have but too juft Reafon to apprehend, that 


they will one Time or other infpire the Youth com- 
mitted to their Care, with their Spirit of Indepen- 
dency, and with thofe Sentiments, by the Propo- 
fi.ions that feveral of them bave maintain’d, thew 
they are prejudic’d. : 

"Tis true thev have not afcrib’d that Infaltibilicy 
to the Pope, which belongs only tothe Church ; but 
in their Thefes they have endeavoured to oblirerate 
all the Monuments, to render all the Facts fulpeéted, 
and to weaken a!l the Proofs, which demonftrate, that 
the faid Infallibility cannot be challenged. They 
have not, in exprels Terms, given the Pope a Power 
over the Temporali.ics of Kings; bur they have pre- 
fam'’d to advance, that their Bulls become Laws of 
the State, without your Majefty’s Approbation or In- 
tervention, 

If they were thoroughly perfuaded, that there is 
no Occafios, no Circumftance,. that can give the 
Pop:s Authority to diflolve thofe Bands of Fidelity 
which bind Subje&s to their Sovereigns; that the 
Fear of Excommunication ought not to hinder the 
Payment of that Obedience ro Princes, which is their 
Due ; they would be afraid, by a pure and fimple Ac- 
ceptation of the Conflirution Unigenitus, of ftriking ar 
thofe wife Limirations by which your Parliament op- 
pofed the Regiftring of that Decree in the Sight of 
the late King your Great-grandfather: They would 
perceive, thar fuch their Acceptarion would be a Con- 
_tradi€tion to the Precau‘ions which that great Prince 
found fo neceflary and which your Majefty has acknow- 
ledged to be of fuch Ufe and Importance for prevent- 
ing the pernicious Confequences of a Doétrine, which, 
for the fake of maintaining the Authority of our Kings, 
and even for the Safety of their Perfons, ought tor 
ever to be banifh’d from your Kingdom. 

The Efforts that are made on every Side to give to 
this Decree the Character of a Rule of Faith (which 
is refus’d co ic by all Divines, whe know beft) increafe 
our Alarms, and give us’ juft Caufe to fear, left the 
Troubles of the Church fhould give a Handle for re- 
viving thofe Ulrramontane Maxims in your Kingdom, 
which were brought into it heretofore by the frow 
bles of the State. 

If fuch Sentiments, fo contrary to the Peace and 
Tranquility of your Government, fhould find Abcttors

Mind, and are not caftiy defac:d. Whe 
are infpired io their more teodexy Years with apy Ul-

their Fathers: And whether they are plac’d in the 
Clergy or the Magiffracy, they wil! think they give 
Glory toGod, by combating our moft certain Maxims, 
as Errors. They will treat as Feauts chofe precious 
Cuftoms, which are the Foundation of our facred Li- 
berties; and, in the Difputes that may happen with 
the Court of Rome, there will be no longer that Union 
and Concert, which your auguft Great grandfather 
found amongft all the rdere of his Kingdom, for jup- 
porting the Dignity of his Crown, and tor defending 
the Government again Ultramontane Incragchments. 

Inftead of thofe learned Men among the Clergy, 
who, being taught in the pure Schools, knew, without 
deviating Fea the Refpeé due to the Sovereign Por - 
tiff, hew to.confine their Power withio the lawful 
Bounds prefcribed by the facred Canons, there will be 
none but fuch as thofe that Hiftory tclls us advanced 
and fupported thofe pernicious Maxims, worthy of 
the ignorant and perverted Mafters who then govern'd 
the Univerfiry in which they had ben trsin’d ap, 
Maxims, which, tho’ often proicrib’d, yer the Pro- 
ceedings we complain of deg't permit usto think them 
intirely blotted our of Mens Minds. 

While, Sins, we lay our juft Feare before you, 
and che Confcquenees of that which is the Subject of 
our Remonftrances, we don’t fufpe& that any whl be 
fo hardy as to accufe usef entring into the Depth of 
Opinions, and fetting ourfelves up as Judges of Do- 
G&rine in Matters ot Religion. No; bsiag ready, 
like the reft of Believers, to fubmict to the Authority 
of the Church, we fhall always learn of che Church 
what we ought to believe in Matrers of Paich ; with- 
out oppofing any thing, but what may hurt the Prero- 
gatives of your Crown, and the Maxims of your Go- 
vernment. ) 

*T was corranfmir thefe in their urmoft Purity, and 
to make them as lafling as the Monarchy, that the 
Kings your Pretcceflors refere'd the Infpef&ion and 
Examination of Bulls, and other Kefcripts tram the 
Court of Rome, to your Parliament; and “rwas for 
this too, that they were pleafed that the Parliament 
fhould be dirc&ly the Infpeétors over thofe Perfons 
who have the Care of inftructing Y outh in your K ing- 
dom. You will not give Leave, Sins, that a Cu- 
ftom fo ule'u!, fo ancient, fhould be broke into ; and 
you will not fuffer, that the Foreigner and the French- 
man fhould, as it were, by Concert, avoid the Infpe- 
Eion, and defpife the Authority of a Tribunal, equaily 
neceflary to check the Attempts of the one, and to 
prevent the Perverfion of the others. 


To this the Chancellor returh'’d Aofwer in the 
King’s Name, ‘ That he bas not permiried, and ne- 

ver will permit the Briefs or Decrees of the Court of 
Rome to be execured in his Kingdom, without be- 
ing vefted with his Authority; that it is his Inten- 
tion to make no Diminution of the Power he gives 
to his Parliament to eftablifh good Ordef and 
be ae” in the Univerfity of Paris ; and thar, if 
any new lation fhall b- thought praper to be 
made with that View, the Parliament fha!l have 
Caufe to acknowledge, that his Maj-fty ftil! heneurs 
them with the fame Confidence ° 
© That moreover, the King is fully fenfible of what 
Importance it is to perpetuate in che Univerfity that 
conftant Tradition of the Maxims of the Kingdom, 
which has beeo preferved therein for fo many Ages: 
That he cannot doubt but the fame Spirir fill Fb. 
fifty there; and that nothing can give him more 
Pleafure, than to fee all the Orders of the Govera- 
ment concur in maintaining thofe Maxims, whieh 
are dearer to him than to any of his Subjeds.”
